S.R.O. 845.— The following amendments made by the Cantonment Board, 
Banaras, in exercise of the powers conferred by clause (39) of section 282 of the 
Cantonments Act, 1924 (II of 1924). in the bye-laws for regulating the inspection 
and the giving of copies of the Cantonment records and documents in the Canton- 
ment of Banaras published with the Notification of the Government of India, in 
the late Defence Department, No. 63/2/G/C&L/45, dated the 2nd June 1945, is 
hereby published for general information the same having been previously 
published, and having been approved and confirmed by the Central Government 
as required by sub-section (1) of section 284 of the said Act, namely: — 

In the said bye-laws — 

(1) after bye-law 2 the following bye-law shall be inserted, namely: — 

"2A— The application shall be deemed to be valid and complete only if it 
bears on its face court fee stamps to such value as prescribed for an 
application for copy in the schedule to the Indian Court Fees Act 
(Act VII of 1870) ” 

(2) after the proviso to bye-law 6, the following proviso shall be inserted, 
namely: — 

"Provided further that no certified copy of any such document or record or 
any extract therefrom shall be issued to any person except on such 
paper as is prepaid with the amount of duty chargeable under 
article 24 of Schedule I to the Indian Stamp Act, 1899 (II of 1899).”
